ALUMNI HONORED AT COMMENCEMENT 


Honorary degrees were conferred upon 
three distinguished Juniata College alum- 
ni at commencement ceremonies on May 
29 during which 225 members of the 
Class of 1971 received their baccalaureate 
degrees from President John N. Stauffer. 

Recipients of the honorary degree 
Doctor of Laws were Dr. J. Glenn Gray 
‘36, who delivered the commencement 
address, and Dr. Raymond R. Day ‘45, 
who gave the baccalaureate sermon. Mrs. 
Glenora Edwards Rossell ‘47, University 
of Pittsburgh librarian, was awarded the 
honorary degree Doctor of Letters. 

In his commencement address Dr. Gray 
observed that the only way to combat 
absurdity is to adopt a tragic vision of 
life, but commented “it is comedy that 
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sees beyond the moral conflict which lies 
at the heart of tragedy.” 

“Taken together,” he said, “the comic 
and tragic modes may just be sufficient to 
preserve our sanity of outlook in an im- 
periled decade.” | 

Mrs. Rossell, a native of Nanty Glo, 
Pa., is one of the few women in the U. S. 
to direct a major university library. She 
was also, for a brief time, a librarian at 
Juniata. The Columbia University School 
of Library Science awarded her a MS. 
degree in 1952. She served for four years 
as a reference and education librarian 
at Brooklyn College. 

Dr. Gray is a magna cum laude gradv- 
ate of Juniata who earned his M.A. at 
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the University of Pittsburgh and his Ph.D. 
at Columbia University. He taught Ger- 
man at Juniata for two years and served 
four years in the U. S. Army, including 
one year as education officer for the mili- 
tary government of Bavaria. Later he 
taught philosophy at Swarthmore and 
Haverford Colleges and the University of 
Pennsylvania before assuming his present 
post at Colorado College in 1948. 

Dr. Raymond Day, a native of Hunting- 
don, received nationwide recognition in 
1955 for his pioneer work with disadvan- 
taged children in Chicago. He has a B.D. 
degree from Western Theological Semi- 
nary in Pittsburgh and is a member of 
the faculty of the College of Wooster. 





YEAR OF CHALLENGE AND ADVENTURE BEGINS 


Record freshman class starts new program 


President John N. Stauffer welcomed 
faculty and students to Juniata’s 96th 
year and described the future months as 
a time of “challenge and adventure.”’ 

The present freshman class of approxi- 
mately 400 is the first to study under the 
new curriculum approved last year by 
the faculty. President Stauffer declared 
that the new educational program reflects 
the ability of an independent college to 
be responsive to changing conditions 
while, at the same time, teaching the 
traditional humane values of the liberal 
arts. 

The freshmen, who arrived on campus 
September 10, are from 14 states and 
one foreign country. The admissions staff 
characterized it as a strong class aca- 
demically with the majority of the 185 
women and 215 men drawn from the 
upper two-fifths of their high school 
classes. 

They will be introduced to a new cal- 
endar of three ten-week terms while the 
upperclassmen continue under the former 
semester calendar. The freshmen will be- 
gin their studies in the new educational 
program, described by Dean of the College 
Wilfred G. Norris, as designed ‘’to pre- 
pare a student to exercise mature judg- 
ment and to accept responsibility for his 
thoughts and actions.” 

To meet inflationary pressures on 


operating costs, President Stauffer an- 
nounced that the board of trustees had 
approved an increase of the inclusive fee 
to $3,380 for 1972-73. The fee for the 
1971-72 year remains unchanged. 

A comparison of Juniata’s fee sched- 
ule with other Pennsylvania colleges of 
comparable quality disclosed that the 
average comprehensive fee exceeds that 
of Juniata by approximately $168.

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INDIAN VETS BRIGHTEN FALL PROSPECTS 


Veteran squads return in football and cross country 


With 36 returning lettermen Juniata 
could reverse last year’s 2-6-1 record. 
If these veterans can spark a real team 
effort, prospects are bright for a winning 
season. 

The Indians lost three games by three- 
point margins, including two last-minute 
field goals. This year they could turn that 
bitter experience to profit as they make a 
bid for the Middle Atlantic College Divi- 
sion’s Northern Conference title. 

The complete coaching staff will re- 
turn, and this should add to the con- 
sistency of performance. Head Coach and 
Athletic Director Walter Nadzak, Jr. starts 
his third year at Juniata. Defensive line 
coach Chick Bunton returns for his fourth 
year, and offensive specialist Jack Rabine 
starts his second year. Terry Turnbaugh 
and Don Brumbaugh are veteran assis- 


tants. 
In spite of its poor record in 1970, 


the Tribe attained some of the best 
league recognition in its history, and all 
the award winners are returnees. These 
include weekly Eastern College Athletic 
Conference, Division II! selections: Mike 
McNeal, Sal Mercadante, Maurice Taylor, 
Charley Jaquish and Dan Browne. At the 
season's end McNeal, Mercadante, Browne 
and Taylor joined Ray Grabiak, Dan Racko- 
van and Bob Waggoner on the MAC 
Northern Division All-Star Team. 

Four of the MAC selections return to 
the Indian defensive team which should 
be very solid this year. The defensive line 
is anchored by senior tri-captain and 
Academic All-American Ray Grabiak and 
Tom Herrman at the ends. Jaquish and 
Jim Guenthoer are the tackles with “Mo” 
Taylor available for emergencies. Mer- 
cadante at middle guard will provide the 
glue in a tough forward wall. 

Waggoner, a three-year veteran and 
defensive signal-caller, will start at line- 
backer, and the other slots are still open. 
McNeal will steady the defensive secon- 
dary and handle the punting and kicking 
chores. 

Tri-captain “Mo” Taylor and Browne 
are a pair of consistent blockers who will 
have to open the holes if fellow senior 
Dave Sparks is to break Juniata’s rushing 
record. The speedster from Indiana needs 
222 yards to break Bill Berrier’s career 
rushing record of 1,857 yards.

Coach Nadzak thinks the key to a suc- 
cessful season for the offensive team will 
be consistency at center and quarter- 
back. Sophomore Don Myers is chief con- 
tender for center, but last year’s search 
for a consistent field general continues. 


Seven candidates including front-runner 
Joe Lauver will compete for the post. 
“‘Lauver needs to learn to read defenses 
and be patient with his passing game,’ 
says Nadzak. The Mifflintown sophomore 
has a strong arm; he was Juniata’s lead- 
ing passer last year. A strong perfor- 
mance against Shippensburg could give 
him the chance to lead the Indians 
through a winning season.
